For  Special  Training 
In  Handling  of  Foods 

For  the  purpose  of  learning  the 
proper  methods  of  handling  foods, 
a  training  meeting  for  the  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Union,  including 
lounge,  dining  room,  kitchen,  and 
snack  bar  workers,  .was  held 
Thursday,  September  22,  in  the 
Union  lounge. 

Mr.  Gene  W.  McElyea,  assist¬ 
ant  supervisor  in  food  sanitation 
in  the  Missouri  Division  of  Health, 
Jefferson  City,  gave  a  lecture  il¬ 
lustrated  with  colored  slides  and 
showed  a  film. 

Basic  concepts  of  bacteriology 
and  cleanliness  in  food  handling 
were  stressed.  The  differences 
between  a  "hash  slinger”  and  a 
professional  "food  handler”  wore 
depicted  in  the  film.  Conditions 
necessary  for  correctly  sanitized 
dish  washing  procedures  were  dis¬ 
cussed. 

Both  tile  regular  staff  and  the 
student  helpers  attended.  All  those 
who  were  present  at  the  training 
course  will  be  given  a  certificate 
issued  •  by  the  State  Board  oi 
Health.

ATTENTION  ALL  DRIVERS  OF  CARS  on  the  campus  of  the 
college:  effective  October  tenth  the  campus  traffic  officers  will 
start  to  enforce  the  traffic  regulations.  The  traffic  regulations 
have  been  developed  as  a  means  of  helping  with  this  problem 
on  our  campus.  The  regulations  are  very  simple:  all  cars  must 
be  registered  with  the  Registrar;  drive  carefully  at  all  times; 
park  only  in  recognized  parking  areas;  and  do  not  park  in  any 
traffic  way. 

Observance  of  these  regulations  will  be  a  courteous  act  to 
other  drivers.  You  will  hav6  treated  them  as  you  .want  to  be 
treated.  Anyone  who  violates  these  regulations  is  doing  so  will¬ 
fully,  and  he  must  be  willing  to  face  the  consequences  of  his  act. 

The  laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri  delegate  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  the  authority  to  fix  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  students  in  this  college.  Since  the  College  campus 
lies  within  the  city  limits  of  Maryville  the  City  Council  adopted 
the  same  regulations  as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to 
regulate  traffic  on  the  campus. 

The  administration  of  the  college  appreciates  the  coopera¬ 
tion  that  is  shown  by  those  students  who  do  follow  the  regula¬ 
tions.  There  are  very  few  students  who  violate  the  traffic  regu¬ 
lations. 

Drivers  are  asked  to  park  within  the  marked  areas  in  order 
to  get  as  many  cars  in  the  parking  areas  as  possible.  Plans  are 
underway  to  increase  facilities. 

Please  do  not  blame  the  traffic  officer  or  the  administration 
if  you  are  reported  to  the  police  court.  YOU  are  the  one  who 
violates  the  regulation,  or  YOU  are  the  one  who  cooperates  and 
helps  to  make  this  campus  a  safe  place  and  makes  the  maximum 
use  of  every  parking  facility.

Know  the  College  Library . . . 

Do  you  remember  the  building  where  you  registered?  It's 
open  throughout  the  school  year  and  is  known  as 'the  Library. 

Inside,  centuries  of  knowledge— 50,000  volumes— have  been 
gathered  for  your  benefit.  The  up-to-date  and  adequate  fur¬ 
nishings  provide  an  inviting  and  comfortable  retreat  for  study, 
recreational  reading,  and  uninterrupted  thinking. 

One  of  the  important  features  of  the  library  is  the  open 
book  stacks.  This  means  that  students  can  go  into  the  sec¬ 
tion  where  the  books  are  kept  and  select  the  copies  they 
wish  to  check  out. 

The  index  for  the  stacks  is  the  card  catalog  located  at  the 
head  of  the  east  stairway  on  the  second  floor.  In  the  catalog  one 
can  find  every  book  indexed  at  least  three  times— by  title,  by 
author,  and  by  subject.  If  you  don't  know  how  to  use  the  card 
catalog  of  how  to  find  books  in  the  stacks,  ask  a  member  of  the 
library  staff. 

Approximately  one  hundred  and  fifty  reproduced  art 
masterpieces  comprise  the  picture  collection  which  is  avail 
able  for  students'  rooms  and  faculty  members'  offices. 
Landscapes,  portraits,  and  modern  art  works  may  be  check¬ 
ed  out.  ^ 

The  Library  has  also  felt  the  surge  of  increased  enrolf- 
rent.  At  the  beginning  of  the  term,  text  books  were  scarce. 
Now  most  needed  text  books  have  been  received.  Instructors  of 
classes  still  in  need  of  text  books  will  be  notified  when  addi¬ 
tional  books  arrive. 

Mr.  James  Johnson,  librarian,  says  "Our  staff  is  here  to 
help;  feel  free  to  ask  for  it.  Those  students  urgently  seek¬ 
ing  help  should  come  during  the  morning  and  afternoon,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  evening  rush." 

Remember— If  you  are  hunting  for  information,  try  the  li¬ 
brary.  In  the  majority  of  instances  you  will  find  the  information 
there  at  your  fingertips.
